А тап wanted by Alabama 
authorities was captured Tues- 
day afternoon after officers 
from the Belle Glade Police 
Department and the Sheriff's 
office Special Response Team 
surrounded a house where he 
was hiding. 

Belle Glade Police Officer 
C.D. Whitlock said he received 
an anonymous phone call about 
8:30 a.m, Tuesday saying a man 
was selling stolen tools and was 
possibly someone who had been 
seen on the television program 
"America's Most Wanted." 

The caller gave a description 
of a station wagon, tag number 
and the man's location. 

Officers Whitlock and 
William Murphy went to the 
intersection of S.W. 5th Street 
and S.W. Avenue B Place and 
saw the station wagon parked 
and the engine running. 

Both officers approached the 
car and Officer Whitlock said 
he identified himself as a police 
officer and asked the driver, 
David Williams, 35, of 607 
Covenant Drive, Apt. H., Belle 
Glade, to turn off the engine 
and place his hands on the 
dashboard. 

Officer Whitlock said he saw 
Williams reach between his legs 
80 he started to open the car 


door on the passenger side 
when Williams sped off in the 
car, dragging Officer Whitlock 
almost 20 feet before he was 
thrown to the pavement. He 
suffered a broken wrist in the 
incident. 

A high speed chase ended 
when officers cornered Williams 
at a dead end street. He then 
ran from the car into the homie 
of William and Bessie Mae 
Hall of 664 S.W. 6th Street. 

Officers were told by two 
young boys who ran from the 
home that the couple was being 
held hostage and Williams had 
a gun. That information later 
proved to be false. 

The Sheriffs Department's 
SWAT team and a hostage 
negotiator were called in and 
Williams surrendered almost 
immediately, police said. No 
weapons were found and it was 
learned that Williams knew the. 
couple and they had invited 
him into the house after he told 
them he was in trouble. 

Williams was charged with 
two counts of grand theft, 
opposing and obstructing 
officers, and fleeing and 
attempting to elude. He is also 
wanted in Alabama for grand 
theft and receiving stolen 
property, and awaits extra- 
dition to that state.

Guest editorial

The District is concerned about economic 
impact of Everglades restoration 


Much has been written in the media over the 
last year about the South Florida Water 
Management District, in particular the future of 
land and livelihoods in the Everglades 
Agricultural Area. Often those reports have been 
based solely on the skimpiest of information. 

A good example is recent action by the 
environmental organization Clean Water Action 
which staged a protest at District headquarters 
over what the group called the District's 
“proposal” to pay for the cleanup of the 
Everglades. 

No proposals on funding the cleanup have 
been presented at this time. But the media 
attention the protest received sent an erroneous 
message to the public and thus added to the 
controversy. This confusion is typical of the kind 
of rhetoric that surrounds discussions of how 
cleanup of the Everglades will be implemented. 

The District is very.concerned with the 
economic impact on the communities of the EAA 
and has under way an economic analysis to 
determine how the cleanup plan would affect the 
region's economy. 

The Governing Board has made it clear that 
economic considerations are a critical component. 
of its decision making process for Everglades 
restoration. 

I have said many times that we are all going to 
have to pay for the burden of cleaning up the 
Everglades - not just agriculture. 

And I share the concerns of Governor Chiles 
who, in accepting a White House award earlier 
in December for Florida's Everglades cleanup, 
called on the federal government to join in a true 
partnership in addressing Florida's ecosystem 
needs. 

The District's own Everglades Funding 
Council has also stated that without federal 


government participation current cleanup 
proposals are not feasible. 

The recent announcement that Carol Browner, 
Florida's Secretary of the Department of 
Environmental Regulation, has been chosen to 
head the Environmental Protection Agency will 
be a positive step in bringing the federal govern- 
ment into such a partnership. М 

Since taking the helm as Executive Director of 
the District, I have.made it clear that the 
environment will be this District's number one 
priority, But it need not be at the expense of 
agriculture. 

All of us, agriculture and the urban user, are 
facing greater challenges as we move into the 
new year, 

I am particularly pleased with the rate of 
success in permit applications the District has 
received from farmers іп the EAA. 

Their timely cooperation in implementation of 
Best Management Practices (BMP's) to reduce 
the phosphorus runoff from farm lands is 
tangible evidence of agriculture's willingness to 
share in the cleanup responsibilities. 

Additionally, all sides in the dispute over the 
Everglades cleanup are putting significant 
effort, with the help of a top-notch mediator, to 
bring new solutions to the Everglades 
restoration challenge that bypass the lengthy 
and bitter process that has consumed the 
process to date. 

So as we carry. old challenges into the new 
year, I am confident that we can look forward in 
1993 as being the year when agriculture, the 
urban population, and environmentalists are 
able to come together to find ways in which the 
Everglades and the vital EAA farming industry 
can co-exist.
